One of the most inlorcBting sights to 


the American and especially the visitor 
at Manila, is what 13 called in Spanish 
"The Macstranza." It's the prison and 
is just inside the Walled City, aud the 
subject has just been brought to my 
mind by the marching by my window 
of a guard of marines, and seventeen 
Filipino prisoners. They are on their 
way to the provost marshal's office here 
iu Cavite, a few doors below me. To get 
back to what 1 began to write about 
The Maestranza is where the native 
prisoner* ot war are held who are taken 
in battlo, or arrested on a charge of sus- 
picion of assisting their brothers iu 
arms. In the casemates there, about 
150 of the copper-colored are confined. 
The day the writer looked in on them 
through the iron bars, they looked fat 
aud healthy, aud most of them in good 
humor, although here and there among 
them were faces that looked as if thej 
were in trouble. Mo it of them It-ad uu 
eit-y life of it as they are well cared foi 
—fed on the best of food, and m coin 
parison with what they or the like got 
under the Spanish, they probably were 
having the easiest times of tbeir lives. 
Lately some of the Spanish in Manila 
have been making complaints that they 
were abused and neglected, but the fact 
that many of them when release c»me, 
preferred to remain, gives the he to the 
charge. 
The other day eighteen of 


them were turned loose, nud when the 
roll was called one was found missing, 
and when his hiding place was dis 
covered, he eaid he wanted to stay until 
after ration day to draw his food. They

For food, 
they get the same th U is given the army, 
al houtjh in different proportions, llice 
isth • great food of thia country—each 
man is allowed two pounds iastead of 
bre id—three fourths of a pound of meat 
a day, with coflee, sugar and the hko. 
Freeh beei is issued every seven days, 
and when there is no beef, bicon is sub- 
stituted. 
The 
prisoners, 
meanly 


wounded soldiers taken in battle,block- 
ade runners and agitators, pass the time 
playing card*, sleeping aud eating, es- 
pecially the latter two. 


Their friends ore allowed to stand on 


the line and talk, ami take them food 
and dainties in shape of fruit. Twice a 
day a native doctor makes the rounds 
and if any are very sick they are seat 10 
the hospital. They have reduced the 
Dumber of prisiouers from GOO ir. July 
to 145 at present. The provost marshal 
general gets rid of them as fast as he 
can. 
The Filipinos are tired of unpaid 


service in the insurgents army, and 
most of them hope for an end to the 
fu«s. 
Here in Cavite there are lots of 


them that, the people tell me, go out 
aud stay with the army until they get 
starved, then run away and come back 
and get fatted np again. The officers

In India, the sauce for this toast 1* 


made at the table on a hot-water plate. 
In this 
country, where hot-water 


plates are not in use, it may foe made 
iu a chafing dish moderately heated, or 
a plate on top of the stove. Too great 
ft heat will destroy the sauce. Method: 
Toast four slices of bread and cut off 
the crusts. Keep warm in tbe oven. 
Melt a heaping teaspoon of butter on 
the hot p!ate, add the yolk of four egga 
(unbeaten), stir with a fork, add then 
anchovy sauce to suit taste, from one 
to two teaspoons, stirring 
continu- 


ously, and dust in a little red pepper. 
Dip the toast in this sauce, turning 
over so that the «auce adheres to both 
sides. Serve at once on a hot plate," 
and it should be eaten before it cools. 
This is an. excellent morsel to com- 
mence dinner with. It is nippy and 
stimulates tbe appetite. 


Tit Remove- Paint StftluN From Wool. 


At the present time, when the legend 


"\\ et paint" confronts us at all manner 
of unexpected places, it is well to be 
prepared with a means of removing 
the paint, should it by chance have 
been rubbed off upon the clothing.

is quite useless trying to attack paint 
siains with anything else but turpen- 
tine. If the stains are not fresh ones, 
rub them first of all with a flannel 
moistened with salad oil, and then rub 
In pure oil of turpentine. 
Fresh stains 


wiU yield to turpentine alone, and, the 
paint having been removed, the part 
should be washed with soap and 
water, wrung out, dried, and pressed 
-with an iron.

MR. ROBERTS DEFENDS HIMSELF. 


Says He Is Confident of Rstaining His 


Seat In the House. 


Washington. Nov. 2(i,--("ongressman 


Brigham H. UoberlM of Utah has de- 
clared that be is sure of retaining his' 
seat, and that the amnesty proclama- 
tions of ex-Presidents Harrison an.i 
Cleveland covered his cuse. After out- 
lining his side of the case in much the 
same language as that employed iri his 
article recently issued by him, he says: 


"This settlement of the ciuf?8"()n, it 


will be observed, did not require th» 
disruption of those relations which had 
grown out of the Mormon system of 
plural marriages in the past. H was 
merely demanded that the fountain of 
the alleged evil should be dried up, and 
that settlement of the question was ac- 
cepted by the people of Vtah by voting 
for the Constitution, and was uccrpted 
by the United States by tbe admission 
of the State Into the Union. 


"And indeed, was it not a statesman- 


like settlement of the question? 


"Here was a system of social life 


which hud obtained for half a century 
in Utah, and however wrong it may 
have been esteemed by the people of 
the United States, there Is no question 
but that its relations were regarded as 
sacred by the Mormon people. Thfy 
found themselves involved in moral ob- 
ligations of which they certainly could 
not divest themselves, and remain sit 
peace-with their conscience. 


"The State of Utah has adheiel to 


the 
settlement of this question. Tn 


other words, that there hive bfen no 
plural marriages since the admission of 
Utah, or, indeed, since 18PO. when tin- 
.Church officially announced the discon- 
tinuance of the plural marriage system. 
There is no disposition or desire to be 
unfaithful to the compact with the 
Government. The representative from 
Utah has not violated that compact, 
but as he look a somewhat prominent 
part in framing it, so everywhere nnd 
at all times he has held that it would 
be strictly observed."

AFTER THE SECRETARYSHIP. 


CUrkson, of Ohio, Would Like This 


Position in Senate. 


Washington, Nov. 26.—It has been

was a candidate for Secretary of the 
United States Senate.

As it 
stands, a canvass already has begun by 
exceedingly actixye party men to pledge 
votes ajjainst Clarkson.

Capture of a Portion of the Cabinet 


Disorganizes the Filipino Force*—

Through American Lines—Leader 
Wants to Quit. 


Washington, Nov. 2C-—In a despatch 


receiver! by the Adjutant-General of 
the Army Major-General .Otis an- 
nounces the practical ending of the 
Aguinaldo insurrection.

Machines Will do It at the Rate of Ten 


Tons Daily. 


Unlike the eastern imitation, the 


California seeded raisin is subjected 
to a dry temperature of 140 degrees 
Fahrenheit from three to five hours, 
after which tb*» fruit is submitted to 
a chilling process, and while in this 
reduced condition of temperature is 
passed 
through 
the 
cleaning 
or 


"brushing" machines, which remove 
every particle of dust and capstems, 
thus making it a pure ancl wholesome 
, article. It is then taken automatically 
by elevators to a room where spread 
upon wire trays. It is exposed 10 a tem- 
perature of 330 degrees Fahrenheit, 
which brings the fruit back tp its nor- 
mal condition, and in this "process- 
ing" the berry is converted into pect- 
in, that delicous jelly which gives to 
fruit its best flavor. 


The raisins having been prepared 


through this alternate heating and 
chilling to keep indefinitely and resist 
climatic influence are passed through 
seeding machines, each of which has 
a capacity of irom ten to twelve tons 
daily. 
The raisins are pressed be- 


tween rubber or similar surfaced rol- 
lers, which at first flatten the berry 
and press the seed to the surface, 
when an impaling roller catches th'e 
seeds between its needles, or teeth, 
affixed to its periphery deftly remov- 
ing them from the fruit, while the lat- 
ter passes on, minus its seeds, but pos- 
sessing evry particia of Us flesh.. The 
seeds are removed from the roller by 
a "flicking" or whisking device, and 
are sent along to the seed receptacle, 
filially ending their journey in the en- 
gine room, where they are burned as 
fuel. 


Four hundred and fifty carloads of 


ten tons each, or 9,000,000 pounds of 
seeded raisins, were shipped from the 
Fresno district last year, and a very 
much larger tonnage will be turned 
out this year. 
: 


Some estimate can be formed

the possibilities of the Fresno seeded 
raisin plants when it is stated that 
their aggregate capacity for this sea- 
son will approximate from 1,700 to >2,- 
000 carloads; while It is probable that 
1,'400 cars will be' the output. Each 
seeding plant has from five to twelve 
machines Of ten tons daily capacity 
per machine.
